It seems that the council does not 
intend to lay down in the war to rid 
the city of objectionable people who 
are engaged iu the sale of intoxicat­ 
ing liquors. This time Bosley A Dur- 
rette, running a saloon at the corner 
of Fifth and Laurel streets, are up 
against it. 
Alderman 
Robertson 
brought this case to the at tention of 
the council. 
He wanted their ap­ 
plication for a renewal of their license 
referied to a special committee to be 
investigated. 
Alderman 
Curdier 
stated, on behalf of the firm, that he 
had always known them to be re­ 
spectable and he thought it would be 
a hardship to shut them down 
with­ 
out giving them a show.

that their license will run out today 
and it was the general sentiment 
that it would not be wise to close 
them out entirely without h o t hav­ 
ing a hearing, but Alderman Robert­ 
son was very emphatic in his demand 
that the place be investigated.
